Circulars have been spread throughou 


the State, charging Congressman New 
lands with writing a goldbug letter to 
Mr. Gage, Secretary of the Treasury, in 
which it is claimed he advised the limi 
tation of silver production by the charge 
of a Government seigniorage upon silve: 
as well as other measures, which woult 
tend to limit the production of silver 
We have read the Gage letter. It is in 
reply to a communication to the Secre 
tary of the Treasury, requesting New 
lands to present his views concerning 
certain proposals which had been ro- 
Jeived by the Treasury Department from 
tndia, regarding the method of maintain- 
ing a stable price for silver. 


HEPOBLICAN SIIiVEB COINAGE. 


Mr. Newlands, in his letter to Secretary 


>iige, reviews the proposals at length 
and demonstrates that they are entirely 
nadequate t o accomplish their purpose. 
EEe then proceeds to state that as the Ke- 
)ublienn party is in power for four years 
lothing can be presently done for silver 
except by its notion, and he then contm- 
les ;to show from the standpoint of the 
Republican party, what it can do in the 
way of increasing the coinage of silver 
without violating its platform. He sug- 
gests various methods for increasing the 
ise ot silver, both by Pan-American ac 
ion and by the action of the United 
States alone, and then meets the objec 
ions of the gold men as to a flood of sil- 
ver when the market price is raised, first, 
>y proving that the fear is groundless, 
ind second by showing that if the appre- 
lended flood should take place, it would 
>e within the power of the United States, 
as the owner of nil the undiscovered min- 
ral lands from which such floods could 
lone come to put limitations upon pro- 
ductions by limiting the future grants or 


" >y imposing 5 seigniorage charge. 


All this, it will be observed, is simply 


iltcrnative argument for the purpose of 
meeting Bepnblioan apprehension, and is 
uggested only as an alternative, if their 
ears, which Newlands regards as ground- 
ess, should be realized 


PKEK COINAGE. 


That Mr. Newlands' faith in the dor- 


rme of the free and unlimited coinage of 
ilver at the ratio of 16 to 1, is undimin- 
shed is shown by the following extracts 
rom the letter in question. In the letter 
o Secretary Gage Mr. Newlandssays: 


SIR'—I have read carefully the oircu-

lat experience has demonstrated that 
IB accumulation of silver bullion auy- 
fhere constitutes a menace and arouses 
larm. This was the vice of the Bland 
nd the Sherman Acts. Had we simply 
urnod into coin the silver bullion as it 
was presented, retained the seigniorage 
nd turned over the balance to the mm- 
rs, they would have paid it put for 
abor and supplies, and so, as it grad- 
ally moved into actual circulation the 
eople would have become accustomed to 
s use, and we would have to-day about 
iree hundred millions of silver dollars in 
ie pockets of the people and about two 


• threehundred millions more hi the bank 
eserves for deposits. 
But the practice 


nder the Bland and Sherman acts made 
ie accumulation in our treasury a source 
E alarm to the world. Few even in this 
ountry understood that silver was oon- 
;ructively coined and in actual circula- 
ion through silver certificates and treas- 
ry notes. People generally believed 
iat our vaults were bursting with silver 
nd that some day it would break and 
ood the country and world. To accu- 


mulate five or BIX hundred millions ot 
ilver in the treasury vaults and point 
ie attention of the world to it is one 
ling. To divide it into five or six hun- 
red million pieces and distribute it 
mong seventy million people and eight 
thousand banks is quite another thing 


This brings mo to the contemplation 


of a practical remedy for existing condi- 
tions, and I will premise what I have to 
say by stating that had I the power I 
would adopt the radical remedy I would 
have this country immediately open 
Its mints to the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of sixteen to one. But 
the question is not what in my judgment 
ought to be done, but what, under the 
limitations of the platform under which 
the present administration is elected, is 
practicable for the restoration of the 
equilibrium between silver and gold, and 
so I shall address myself, not to what I 
would wish could be done, but what the 
present administration can do con- 
sistent with the limitation placed upon 
it in its pledge to the people."

"I believe that the question of the abil- 


ity of n country to restore the parity sim- 
ply depends upon its absorbing capacity 
for new money, and so convinced am 1 
that on the average the limitations of the 
past regarding the production of silver 
will be measurably maintained, that I be- 
lieve that this country alone, requiring 
us it does, not only all the money it can 
produce, 
but

borrow, having 
a popula- 


tion 
ot 
unbounded

intelligence, having an undeveloped area 
capable of the largest advancement, hav- 
ing more miles of railroad than all of the

for new money equal to that of the rest 
of the world combined and that her ac- 
tion alone can easily absorb the surplus 
silver and restore the old parity." 


It is a rather remarkable fact that both 


Senator Stewart and Congressman New- 
lands should be attacked and branded as 
enemies ot the silver cause here in Ne- 
vada, when they are regarded by the 
frienda ot the white metal throughout the 
world oa two ot its leading exponents, 
and this naturally causes the question to 
arise: It they are not in favor ot the re- 
monetization of silver and friends »t the

HUT NWIANDS SAY& 


MEN'S 


Mr. Newlands was interviewed by a 


JoDBNAL reporter regarding the open 
letters addressed to him by Mr. Wren 
and published in the Lyon County Times, 
of which an extra edition has been sent 
;o every voter in the State. Mr, New- 
auds said: 
I am quite exhausted by my efforts at 


Virginia City and Dayton, and have been 
compelled to cancel my engagement at 
Jawthorne and return to my home. My

I have no means at hand 
f ascertaining whether his statement of 


numbers is accurate or not. I can only 
ay that as a rule I never vote on 
bill unless I understand it, and that I 
requently allow calls to pass without 
espouse for this reason. Most bills do 
ot affect our interests here or the 
•eneral 
interest.

nswer a roll call safely by following 
>arty leaders. Many men in Congress 
rho have never made a speech or influ- 
nced a vote, or advocated a measure, 
nd who are known only in their district, 
and iitteriy unknown either in Congress, 


outside, make a habit of voting on 


very roll call, and report this to their 
onstituents, as an evidence of their effi- 
iency. I have never been absent or 
ailed to vote at any important vote on 
le silver question. 


PENSIONS. 


As to the pensions. Of course they 


were granted by the Deportment, not by 
me. All that I say is that I have thor- 


ughly organized the business of my con- 
;ituents at Washington, that, as a rule, 
very letter is answered, and every ap- 
lication attended to, and that I have 
een successful in expediting many pen- 
on coses of long standing. I have never 
aid for the publication of the items an-

HAWAIIAN BESOLUTIONS. 


As to the Hawaiian resolutions, I

The principal export from Catania la 


snow, in which a most lucrative trade 
is carried on in Malta and parts at 
southern Italy.

It is brought down in pan- 
niers on mules to the coast at night. 
The revenue derived from thia source i» 
immense and renders the Prince of Pa- 
terno one of the richest men in Sicily.

-having shorn the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission of the authority and powers undoubt- 
edly intended to be conferred upon it when

tariffs.
